My perplexity comes from the fact tiiat none of the foregoing is disclosed 
in the reports of Hr* Clark’s panel* 

If there are any such statements, by neurologists or others than the members 
of this panel, or any such sworn statements regardless of by whom, I w'ouli like to 
request copies of all*
